Q.—Has the commission published 
a financial statement showing the 
amount of money received by the tax 
levy? Hag the commission pub- 
lished a deailed statement showing 
the amount of disbursements and 
what the money was used for? This 
should be done before the people are 
asked to provide more funds. 

A.—The commission furnished, 
when asked by the committee repre- 
senting the 2700 Club and the Labor 
Council, a financial statement up to 
the 1st of July, the beginning of the 
fiscal year. It is on file and can be 
consulted by anyone interésted at 
the Water Commissioners’ office. It 
was published by the Daily News on 
¥ebruary 20, 1914. Auditor W. P. 
Wetmore ig daily at the Water Com- 
missioners’ ottice and can give any; 
other details desired. be 

Q.—What contracts have been 
made by the commission and with 
whom, that create any present or 
future lability? . 

A.—The commission has made no 
contracts which create any present 
or future liabilities. 

Q.—How much has been allowed 
for engineering? 

A.—The estimate, which includes 
engineering, inspection, supervision, 
etc., haz heen piaced at 6 per cent. 

Q.—In the publishea report it ap- 
pears that the engineering is esti- 
mated at 6 per cent, which amounts 
to $150,000, calculated on the bond 
issue of $2,500,000. 

A.—tThis figure is intended to 
cover not only all the costs of en- 
gineering, but also surveying, draft- 
ing, architecture, inspection, detail- 
ing and supervision. Standard archi- 
tects’ fees for similar work vary from 
65 to 10 per cent. In the Freeman re-

Q.—The 10 per cent added _ for 
contingencies, computed on the 
amount of the bond issue of $2,- 
500,000, amounts to $250,000. Add 
to this 6 per cent for engineering, 
$150,000, makes a total of $400,000, 
nearly one-sixth of the total amount 
of the proposed bond issue. 


A.--This item, which commonly 
appears in most cost estimates, has 
no reference to engineering expenses, 
but is intended to provide a reserve 
fund for unforseen contingencies and 
incidental and subsidiary structures. 
Also possible fluctuations of unit cost 
which may be either higher or lower 
than estimaaed. The item for con- 
tingencies, as explained above, is not 
for engineering and inspection ex- 
penses. The latter being included 


in the 6 per cent. 


Q.—The 10 per cent added for 
“contingencies” as shown in the re- 
‘port should be sufficient to cover 
cost of’ engineering. 

A.—It should be clearly under- 
stood that if the bond issue ts. more 
than sufficient, bohds-will not be sold 
and therefore the indebtednegs will 


not be created. The fact that there- 


is an item of $250,000 provided for 
contingencies should help to allay the 
fears of those who think fhe bond 
issue insufficient to build the system. 


Q.—Do the commission intend to 
use wood stave pipes? To use any 
other kind of pipe as shown by the 
report the proposed system Will cost 


more than the amount of the bond,. 


as will appear by the above figures. 


A.—As previously explained in 
answer to question 4, it is likely that 
a portion of the conduit will be wood 
stave and a portion steel pipe, de- 
termined as to sections so that the 
ultimate cost will be within the bond 
issue. 

Q.—The report states that wood 
stave pipes will last 20 years, steel 
riveted pipes, 40 years, and cast- 
iron pipes, 80 years. 


A.-—These are recognized esti- 
mates of the relative life of the dif- 
ferent classes of material used. De- 
tailed information concerning pipe 
lines of each material in use is given 
in the Appendice to the report. 


WITNESSES DECLARE THAT 


OPEN SHOP POLICY CAUSE 
OF LOW WAGE CONDITION 


Witnesses testified before the Fed- 
eral Industrial Relations Commis- 
sion in Los Angeles in a recent hear- 
ing that open shot conditions in Los 
Angeles have caused low wages, long 
hours for labor and insuffictent work, 
%S well as increased financial profits 
for employers. 

Representatives of the employers 
came back with the claim that the 
open shop policy had not only in- 
creased their profits, but had brought 
to them a class of efficient, contented 
workmen and removed all Possibility 
of strike tropbles. 

“Fred L..Bakar, president and mai 
ager of the Baker Iron Works, claim- 
ing to employ: some non- unipn and 
some union lIdbor, ‘declared ¢hat he 
hoped condit would ehange _so 
that employers might be-able' to deal 
Wholly .with: yajon, Iahor, ashe be- 
lieved they had thafly advantageous} 
things to offer. He was the only 
representative of the capitalistic 
class who safd a good word for or- 
ganized labor. 

J. W. Buzzelle, business agent for 
the Mefal Trades Council, said tha 
there ‘might be a féw:-union labor 
men in Baker’s plant, but that they 
wouldn’t last long.

It is evident from the aititude of 
many of the business men of Rich- 
mond that they are beginning to 
realize that organized labor is not 
their worst enemy; but that they are 
a friend to all those that are honest 


with themselves and their fellow 
men, whether they be rich or poor. 

It is plain tc be seen that business 
in the town at the present time is at 
a very low ebb. Has the merchant 
stopped to ask what is the cause of 
that condition? 

If so has he discovered that it is 
the high cost of labor demanded by 
the laboring classes here in this city 
of ours? 

Evidently not, for if they take time 
te investigate they will find that the 
average wage here is from 10 to 20 
per cent less than any other place 
around. the. bay. 

Do they find that it is because. the 
people go-to other cities to do their 
purchasing? «If that is the solution, 
then WHY? 

Ganithe housewife pay car fare of 
from 20-cents to 30 cents and gain 
by so doing? 

If soy.she surely is justified in the | 
act and to be commended for so 
doing, and thus helping to alleviate 
the stress of hard times and make 
the ends meet. 

That evidently is not the cause, for 
the major part of the working class 
have proved. themselves to be more 
loyal to their country, their home 
city and their home than the rich or 
the middle class. 

The fact is that a large percent- 
age of thé work being done in this 
city is being done by men from the 
outside, who do not spend a cent in 
the city in a week unless it is for a 
glass of beer while he is waiting for 
the car. 

These men are working for wages 
as low as $2 per day and in order 
for the local man who has a family, 
or the man who is paying board at 
a respectable place, to exist, he is 
forced to compete with these condi- 
tions. 

What merchant would dare un- 
dertake the support of his family on 
$2 per day? It is absolutely inade- 
quate. 

On the other hand, if the resi- 
dents were employed steadily at an 
advance of these wages, admitting 
that he is existing now, he could 
buy.one more cigar a day and help 
the cigar man; stop on the way 
home and buy a glass of refresh- 
ments to take the dust and acids 
from his throat, were he now 
passes these places moistening his 
parched lips with his tongue, and the 
liquor dealer wonders why. 

He could buy a bag of peanuts or 


gladden their little hearts once a 
week and help the confectioner. He 
could buy a pie or some cake once 
in a while and gladden the heart of 
the baker. 


luxuries he would be able to save 
a portion of his wages with which he 
could purchase a pair of overalls |. 
and possibly a pair of sox for him- 
iself and a calico dress for his wife 
and the Httle ones (if he be so un- 
fortunate) and have a @ollar or two 
left to pay on the lagt doctor bill 
and force the collection agent out of 
business and to work. 

Or by beating the doctor bill, and 
saving, be able to buy himself a $10 
suit and hig wife the goods for a 
good, serviceable dress, providing 
she make it herself. 

It would mean the additional ex- 
penditure of several thousand dol- 
lars per month in the city of Rich- 
mond. 

On the municipal work under
